death in Cook County hospital, Chi­ 
cago, suffering from a fractured skull 
1 exulting from an assault which it is 
alleged followed scandalous conduct 
on the part of the musician. 
Since leaving La Crosse in tilt; year 
1002. Kenneth has been organist at 
the Church of the Messiah, Michigan 
avenue and Twenty-third street, Chi­ 


c a g o , and a music teacher with a cli­ 
entele that includes members of the 
most fashionable families of that city. 
Boy H is Assailant 
Michael Lavin, a bellboy at the 
Victoria hotel, is the assailant. 
He 
lias been liberated pending the out­ 
come of the assault. 
A charge of 
murder may be lodged against him 
although the boy’s story if true tends 
to mitigate if not to excuse the o f ­ 
fense. 
Behind the tragedy lies a scandal 
that when it became known stirred 
the music colony of Chicago and some 
of the most exclusive circles in Hyde 
*Airk and Kenwood to their depths. 
It has also thrown members of the 
Church of the Messiah into conster­ 
nation. 
Kennett lives at 5713 Madison ave­ 
nue and has a studio at Kimball hall. 
He is 40 years old, married and has 
one son, who i- also following music 
a career. 
Besides 
the 
prestige 
brought him by the host of pupils 
that he has been teaching in the Kim­ 
ball hall studio and his position at 
the church, the victim of the attack 
ha> attained a reputation through sev­ 
eral musical compositions. 
Kennett was attacked by the bell­ 
boy at W abash avenue and Van Bu­ 
ren street* 
The blow knocked him 
to the ground and in falling he struck 
his head. 
He was taken to the hos­ 
pital where all hope of his recovery 
was given up. 
Boy Makes Grave Charges 
When Lavin reached the police sta­ 
tion after his arrest he made grave 
charges against Kennett and declared 
that he would not have attacked the 
music professor had not the latter in­ 
sulted him. 
He was alone when he 
* truck 
Kennett. 
After hearing the 
details Inspector Wheeler 
said no 
charge would be made against the boy 
until Kennett’s condition changed. 
La vin finished his work at the Vic­ 
toria hotel at midnight and went to 
;i neighboring saloon. 
While in the 
place with several friends, he declares 
he first saw Kennett. 
After leaving 
he stood for a minute in front of the 
Victoria hotel, smoking a cigarette. 
There Kennett approached him and 
tile tragedy followed. 
When in La Crosse Kennett resided 
at 1019 State street. 
As organist of 
Christ church, he attained consider­ 
able fame as a musician. 
His recitals 
were the musical treats of that day 
in La Crosse, and his work attracted 
the attention of musical publications. 
Ile was lionized for his art, and upon 
the occasion of his departure he was 
feted and dined by enthusiastic ad­ 
mirers . 
Kennett was a brother to Albert 
Kennett, notorious as the murderer 
of a woman of the slums known as 
Dickie Deneer. 
The latter was con­ 
victed after a sensational trial, but 
was later pardoned.

T h e action of the district attorney in presenting the facts in the local 


ice trust case to the attorney general at Madison, requesting advice from 


that source as to the law and the liability of a conviction, is a wise pro­ 


ceeding. 
T h e existence of a difference of opinion am ong local attorneys 


of repute as to the adequacy of the W isconsin law has given rise to a di­ 


vergence of opinion am ong the people of the com m unity that will best be 


settled by this appeal to the highest official authority in the legal depart­ 


m ent of the state. 
Mr 
Sturdevant’s opinion will probably finally dispose 


of the case one w ay or another. 


A s stated in Mr. Bosshard’s letter to the attorney general, there is no 


doubt that three icemen of La Crosse attempted to form a combine for 


the control of the ice m arket to the end that they m ight maintain inflated 


prices. 
T h ere follow for solution tw o questions: 
(1) Is it a crim e under 


W isconsm law, statutory or com m on? 
(2) W a s the crim e consum m ated? 


Th e law seems to hinge largely upon the question of w hether ice is 


what is known to the law as a "necessity of life ” 
It certainly is a “ neces­ 


sity of life" in case a fam ily is deprived of it in the hot season and an 


infant dies as the result of feeding upon heat-spoiled milk. 
O n the other 


hand the fact that scores of families have taken T h e Tribun e’s advice to 


do without ice writh the result that the sales have been limited to about 


half the amount consumed up to this time 
last year, indicates that to 


these people who refrained from using it ice is not a “ necessity of life.” 


T h e legal definition of a "necessity of life" is a rigid one. 
Courts have 


held that wool and coal are "necessities of life,” but no holding as to ice 


has been found. 
Coal and w ool are universally used. or substitutes used 


for them ; ice is less generally used, and there is no substitute for ice. 


It is a nice legal question. 


A s to the facts in the case, one is inclined to the opinion that the in­ 


tent was illegal even though five men or companies not parties to the trust 


agreem ent are or have been selling ice in the open market. 
H ad not this 


unforeseen competition developed, w would have been at the m ercy of the 


ice trust as it intended we should be. 
T h e conspiracy w as a public wrong, 


even 
though it is not 
covered by present laws, and 
there should be 


prompt remedial legislation enacted. 


T h e city of Toledo has devised a w ay to thwart the ice trust nuisance. 


It proposes in the future to put up ice in an ice house owned by the city, 


the product to be sold to the citizens at cost of harvest 
and 
delivery. 


That is a wise proceeding, and one more step toward municipal ow ner­ 


ship, 
T h e time is com ing when frauds against the public will not be 


permitted in any sanely regulated community. 


W e agree with the district attorney that no prosecution should be b e ­ 


gun in L a Crosse unless the facts warrant a belief 
that conviction will 


follow 
W e hope that Mr. Sturdevant will unearth some thus far undis­ 


covered authority for advising legal action so that a grievous w rong may 


be righted. 
W hile the ice trust here has failed to maintain a complete m o­ 


nopoly, that is no fault of the com bine and a large percentage of the pub­ 


lic is still paying from 25 per cent to loo per cent more for ice than they 


paid 
last 
year. 
This is 
w thout doubt an unreasonable profit secured 


through an agreem ent constituting a moral if not a legal w ron g

Apraxins, the Yolkonskys. the Golitsins, 
the Itazumovs. 
She would have no 
soldiers to guard her. She preferred to 
rest under the protection of her own 
people, and the people came crowding 
about the palace, saying: 
“Make no 
noise! Do not disturb our little motli­ 
er!” She loved the fields and woods of 
Petrovsky, as well she might. It was 
in this neighborhood that she herself 
awaited the approach of her coronation, 
staying in Count Uazumov’s wonderful 
villa, which so astonished Lord Herbert 
and William (’ox in 177S. 
She had 
tile palace built to commemorate the 
Russian victories over the Turks aud 
intrusted the task to a native architect 
who knew’ how to adapt Gothic lines to 
Russian taste and to combine splendor 
with comfort. 
The red w’alls, with 
their white stone facings and round 
towers, seen atuoqg the trees, give a 
delightful Impression of elegant seclu­ 
sion.

Asylum for Feeble-Minded 
Children 
at Lincoln.

In regard to the investigation 
at 
Kankakee, Dr. 
Billings, chairman of 
the special committee, made a verbal 
{report, and it was voted to make a 
Statement to the public 
after 
Dr. 
Greene, the successor to Dr. Corbus, 
has taken charge of the institution. 
Action was deferred on the repuest 
of the American Home-Finding A s so ­ 
ciation of Chicago for recognition by 


the board. 


P I T T S B U R G ,

21.— Another 
sensation was introduced in the Hsirtje 


divorce case yesterday when John L. 
Welshone, a prominent merchant, was 
put on the stand and told how the 
first deposition was secured from Clif­ 
ford Hooe, the negro coachman who 
said he had been intimate with Mrs. 
Hartje and then confessed to perjury. 
Welshone, Augustus Hjartje, the li­ 
belant, and Hone are under charges 
of conspiracy, and 
W elshone’ testi­ 


mony was admitted by Judge Frazer 
in the 
face of 
bitter 
protest 
by 
Hartje’s counsel. 
Another feature of the day s pro­ 
ceedings was an attack on 
Hartje’s 
character, in which it 
was alleged 
that he had taken women to a ques* 
turnable resort. 
Welshons, who was called by Mrs. 
H artje’s counsel, told a clear story of 
bow the deposition had been secured 
from 
I Lone. 
He said 
Hboe signed 
the paper in Ins store, in the presence 
of Attorney Edward G. Hartje, A u ­ 
gustus Hartje’s brother, and Attorney 
A ndrew Fisher, 
Hartje’s brother-in- 
law. 
W elshone described how he assisted 
Hooe to get away from detectives in 
New Jersey and of the various times 
that he gave H ooe money on his de­ 
mand. 
Welshons, however, declared 
that Augustus Hartje knew nothing of 
the fact that W elshons was paying 
Hooe money. 
The witnesses admit­ 
ted that Hartje’s attorneys had told 
Hooe that if he was not telling the 
truth they would prosecute him. 
W elshone 
foiled 
every 
attempt 
made to show that he had conspired 
with Hartje to get Hooe to make the 
deposition. 
His story, it is said, coin­ 
cides very closely with the statement 
of Hooe relating to the case which is 


in the possession of the district at­ 
torney. 


This was the first attempt during 
the trial to present evidence of con­ 
spiracy, which Mrs. Hartje’s counsel 
declare was formed to defame her. 
\\ elshone is a close friend of A u g u s ­ 
tus Hartje. 


In placing W elshone on the stand 
Attorney John M. Freeman, for Mrs. 
Hartje, said he did so to prove |hat 
an attempt had been made to taiiper 
with 
witnesses. 
H artje’s 
attorneys 
announced they would go into som e­ 
thing of the kind also, and predicted 
that if that branch of the case |vvas 
opened the trial would continued ten 
months longer.

Mrs. H artje’s counsel opened a new 
line in the defense by presenting evi­ 
dence to show that Hartje had visited

exhibit No. 35 had been pasted on 
cardboard before they were written 
upon. I Iv also declared that the writer 
of the "standards” admitted by Mrs. 
Hartje was not the author of the dis­ 
united love letters.
